The Death of LOUIS XVI. 


By the foips Favourite avd trial, arrived at Phi- 
ladelpbia, on Monday and Tuc/day laf, we bave 
recerved the fol.owing very bigdly iatercfting and 
Important lureliszence. 

Paris, Jansary 17, 1793- 
Thorfday, bal! pait aine, in the evening. 

1 am forry it fai's to my lot to commuancate to 
you the mot dillrefliny intelligence of the event 
which has juit taken piece. 

‘The National Cosvention after fitting near 34 
hours, has juft voted, that the punithmentof D-a:h 
fhall be infliGed on his moft Chriftien Mejetty. 

This anjutt and iniquitous jadgment was carri- 














‘ed by a majority of rather more than a hundred. 


Fifty of this number, thoegh they voted for death, 
differed ia opinion trom the reft in refpect to the 
time when it fhould be infliGted, fome thinking it 
thou!ld not be pat in execusion ull the ead of the 
war, aad others propofing that it hhould be poll- 
poucd till the fenfe of the people fhould be taken. 
Petion, and many of the leading members, voted 
for death with thefe refirittions, 

Amizement and terror appear univerfally to 
prevail; and the covfuaon of thofe who are knowa 
to have been attaches to the royal prifoner, can 
more eafily be imagined thea deferibed. So great 
wes the generai terror Curing this long fitting of 
the Conveation, thit y of the mespbers, who 
went to the hal! ow TPueicay morning wich a pofi- 
tive refolu:ton co fave the Kone, if poflivle found 
themfelves competied, by the mott urgent motives 
of perfon+! tatety, to vore againg him. 

There undounted!y was great reafon for this ap- 
prehention ; fora mot fermid ble mob was co!- 
lected, which openty threatened by name, many 
of the members, to murder them upon the Spot if 
they did not vate fer the death of the King. 

I cannot exprefs the horror which was painted 
in the countenance of every tndivideal in the Na- 
tional Coove tion, where tee very werll of man- 
kind were allembied, when the Duke of Oricaas 
gave bis vore sor che death of bis King and rela- 
tions. Eveoa Manual, in avery proper and ipirit- 
eo manner, attacked him eponit. ‘Phe execrable 
branch of the houfe of Bourbon has had remictan- 
ces of more thaa 20,000 livres. feat to him trom 
England, by which he is in fome meaiure enabied 
to defray che charge of the affailins, whom be and 
Robertfpierre have now in pay. 

‘The King is perfectly reconciled to his Fate. 

‘The fituation of her Majeity, madam Elizabeth, 
and the Princefs royal is melancholy indeed ! The 
Jatter has for fome time been unwell; and the in- 
delicate converfation which took place in the Con- 
vention upon herMajeity applying for a phyfeiao, 
is not to be deferibed “ihe Dauphin ts perfedily 
well, and is univerially beloved. 

Further particalsrs reipecting the fate of the 
unfortunate Lous the XV!Ith. 

An Englith Packet arrived at Lifoson with ex- 
preffes from the Batt government, aud amonpit 
Other inteitigence, biouy tt an account of the coa- 
@emnation of the Kop of France, together with 
Eng! th papers (tne London Daily Advertifer) 
as late es the 22d of January, containing the fen- 
tencgepronounced on that unkappy moaarch by 
the National Consention; from thofe papers we 
have jeleted many pirticulars which are inferted 
in this cav’s publicanion. 

‘The circumftances as reported at Lifbon were 
that the Convention were to pronounce fentence 
Ou the r4th--other accounts mentica the 2othe= 
bet from the extra hereafier inferred, it appears 
thar the featence was pronounced onthe 17th of 


Jitiuary—lowever, be it on what day it may, it 
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was reported thus at Lifbon—That a mob had? 
furrounded the Convention: and threatened now 
to let one member efcape with his life until they 
fhould pronounce fentence, and until it was bro’ 
forth and read to the mob. 

In confequence whereof the Convention were 
obliged to fatisty the people, and a committee was 
appointed to carry the fentence and read it to ch 
King in his apartment, which when they had done 
it is faid he fainied away——that the lights were 
then taken from the apartment for fometime, anc 
the King left alone, im order that when he reco- 
vered he might feel the more borrut—\ii.s cruelty, 
if it was really pra€tiied was bke o dovble ceail, 

The Duke of Orleans, was mentiones as having 
been the 3d. figner to the fentence.

January, early in the morning, «03 wird 
light.

Louis XVI has filled up the meafureof his mis 
fortuncs—he was butchered on the 21{t of lanuary, 
in a private manner, in confequence of a lentence 
of the Coavention—this barbirous and attrociou. 
act, excites horror and indignation in every man’s 
breaft who is nota madman. A gereral war is 
now looking for as a confequence of this tlep.”” 

Ie was further mentioned, that Mr. Egalite, 
who had figned the fentence, had not theredy 
been able to fave himielf from the force of the 
decree for banifhing all the branches cf the Roya!
